In  many  cases  it  has  been  very  hard  to  get  the 
friends  to  collect  and  forward  what  I  needed,  and 
in  some  cases  my  requests  and  persuasions  were 
of  no  avail,  hence  I  cannot  make  it  as  complete 
as  I  would  like  to  have  it.

INTRODUCTION 


Perhaps  every  Haymond  in  the  United  States 
can  be  traced  back  and  be  found  to  be  a  descend- 
ant of  one  John  Haymond,  who  settled  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Maryland,  previous  to  1734. 

The  first  dates  we  have  of  him  in  connection 
with  this  country  is  that  he  took  out  a  patent  on  a 
large  amount  of  land  in  Montgomery  County, 
Maryland,  in  1734.    We  are  not  sure  what  coun- 
try he  came  from  but  suppose  from  England. 
However,  it  makes  very  little  difference  where  he 
came  from,  for  he  must  have  come  the  same  year 
that  the  Irishman  came  who  said,  "I  was  born 
in  Ireland,  but  am  now  a  full  blooded  American." 
When  asked  to  explain,  he  said,  "The  mosquitoes 
were  so  plenty  the  first  year  I  was  in  America 
that  they  pumped  all  the  Irish  blood  out;  now 
what  is  left  is  all  American." 
.  John  Haymond  and  his  descendants  cut  loose 
from  the  old  country  and  were  ever  loyal  to  the 
new  republic,  and  were  ready  to  defend  its  honor 
against  every  foe.    That  same  patriot  blood  flows 
in  their  veins  today. 

Volumes  might  be  written  of  their  deeds  of 
heroism,  but  that  is  not  what  I  started  out  to 


accomplish;  I  simply  desire  to  give  a  record  of 
the  different  families  (or  a  portion  of  them)  that 
are  the  descendants  of  the  one  man,  John  Hay- 
mond.  My  effort  will  be  confined  to  the  record 
of  two  of  his  grandchildren,  namely:  Edward 
and  Milly  Raymond,  and  I  will  leave  the  rest  for 
others  to  work  up. 

Many  from  these  two  families  were  in  the  late 
unpleasantness  (Civil  War), and  I  think  all  were 
on  the  side  of  the  North.  However,  there  were 
a  few  Haymonds  on  the  side  of  the  South,  and  it 
has  been  said  that  a  Haymond  wrote  most  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Confederacy. 

The  Haymonds  have  ever  been  a  peaceable  and 
law-abiding  people.  I  have  never  heard  of  a  sin- 
gle Haymond  being  arrested  or  getting  into  any 
serious  trouble.  They  have  not  been  an  office- 
seeking  people,  and  yet  many  of  them  have  held 
offices  of  trust  and  have  always  been  faithful  to 
the  trust  confided  in  them. 

There  are  no  millionaires  nor  paupers  in  the 
family,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  in  all  time  to 
come  this  may  still  be  said  of  them.

"I  enjoyed  reading  your  article  about 
Aunt  Cora,"  wrote  Tom,  one  day  this  week. 
"She  passed  away  about  two  years  ago.  She 
was  nearly  SO  years  oid.  I  remember  the 
last  time  I  visited  her  she  played  the  piano 
for  me  and  gave  me  some  app:e  pie  .  .  . 
She  was  able  to  live  alone  and  take  care 
of  herself  right  up  to  the  last." 

And  then  he  adds  this: 

"You  know.  I  think  people  are  living 
longer  now-a-days.  I  visit  several  in  their 
90's.  Aunt  Lydia  Hayes  at  Sidney,  Ohio, 
celebrated  her  100th  birthday.  She  could  see 
better    than    I    could." 

Tom  Booher  traces  the  Jacob  Jones  fam- 


Ily  back  to  Jacob's  birth  in  1732.  He  was 
in  his  CO's  when  his  daughter,  Mary,  was 
captured   by  Indians. 

Many  of  the  descendants  live  in  the  Mun- 
cie    area,    but    requests    for    Booher's    pam-"^ 
phlet  have  come  from  all  over. 

"A  few  years  ago,"  he  wrote.  Wilrna  ■* 
(Churchill)  Von  Wa'den  wrote  for  the  story  _ 
of  Polly.  She  was  a  cousin  of  Sir  Winston 
Churchii!  of  England;  I  don't  know  how  she 
ever  heard  of  me,  but  she  was  thrilled  to 
know  so  much  was  known  about  Aunt  Pol- 
ly.   She   had    heard    the    story   as    a    child. 

"She  and  her  husband  came  to  visit  me 
once.  She  wanted  to  write  a  book  on  Jacob 
Jones.  Eventually  she  sent  me  20  chapters 
to  read,  then,  a  few  months  ago,  I  got  a 
letter  from  her  husband  saying  she  had 
died   cf   a   heart   attack."  ■  ;i| 

As  for  Mary  Jones  (later  known  as  Poily    ! 
Malott),  she  was   taken  when  Indians   raided    I 
a    group    of    pioneers    trying    to    reach    the 
safety   of  a  fort  at  Morgantown.

Booher  came  across  a' 
bronze  plaque  affixed  to 
a  monument  in  Kingston,  ■ 
Ontario,  Canada,  honor- 1 
ing  Peter  and  Mary : 
(Jones)  Majlott.  The1 
p'aque,  Booher  learned,  was  donated  by  a 
Mr.  Jones,  who  probably  lived  right  here  in 
Muncie. 

"There  were  just  too  many  Jones  in  the 
city  directory,"   said  Tom. 

Now  comes  a  telephone  call  from  Mrs. 
Gladys  Marbrey  of  DeSoto,  who  says  she 
knows  who  the  Jones  was,  only  there  really 
were  two  of  them. 

"iV.y  brothers,"  said  Mrs.  Marbrey.  "My 
brothers  Frank  and  Ben." 

In  a  letter  during  the  period  of  Tom's 
search  —  perhaps  a  dozen  years  ago— Tom 
wrote  that  the  story  of  Aunt  Polly  "has 
been  handed  down  in  our  family  for  many 
generations." 

"We  still  keep  in  contact  with  Aunt  Pol- 


ly's descendants  near  Kingsville.  We  have 
held  family  reunions  with  them  now  for 
13S    years. 

"There  was  supposed  to  be  a  Mr.  Jones 
here  in  Muncie,  who,  about  1911,  donated 
a   brori7e   plaque   for   a    monumennt   there." 

It  seems  to  me  that  I  read  something 
years  ago  about  the  search  conducted 
when  Polly  was  kidnapped  by  the  Indians, 
She  became  a  member  of  tribe,  married 
an  Indian,  and  in  later  years,  after  the 
death  of  her  husband,  made  a  trip  back 
to   locate    her  true    family. 

She  remained  a  while,  but  eventually 
returned  to  her  tribe  because  she  felt  they 
were   her   people. 

Mrs.  Marbrey,  in  this  telephone  call  en-', 
lightening  me  or,  the  plaque  in  Kingston, 
said  she  had  attended  reunions  there  but 
not  in   recent  years. 

"It's  been  a  good  bit  ago,"  said  Mrs. 
Marvrey.  "As  one  grows  older  he  doesn"t 
get  around  much." 

She,  too,  had  heard  the  story  of  Aunt 
Polly  as  it  was  passed  down  in  the  fam- 
ily. 

"My  father  knew  the  details  and  would 
tell   me    as    I    sat   on    his    knee,"    she    said. 

So  the  "mystery"  of  who  presented  the 
plaque  in  Kingston  turns  out  to  be  no  my- 
stery at  all.  It  was  put  there  by  two  men' 
named  Jones. 

Frank  Jones  died  two  or  three  years 
ago.  Ben,  the  other  brother,  has  been  in 
the  Parkview  Nursing  Home  for  a  litfle 
more  than  a  week.  ~,     .

There     were      several   . 

For     one     tiling  v^s^^^. — ...«~- J 
the  haet  from  the  old  wood  stove  wouldn't 
hoat    up   the    main    house,    and    for    another 
the  danger  of  fire  was  minimized. 

Tom  Bocher  lived  on  18th  Street,  and 
spent  hours  reading  county  histories  and 
books  about  Indians  of  the  period.  He  used 
to  go  around  with  a  tape  recorder  getting 
stories  from  old-timers,  among  them  his  Un- 
cle Arthur  Bartlett,  who  died  in  1955  or  so. 

Tom  sent  me  a  recording  of  Arthur  tell- 
ing the  Po!ly  Malott  story.  Polly  Malott  was 
Torn  Booher's  great,  great,  great  aunt,  who 
was  captured  by  Indians  in  colonization 
days. 

"This  story  has  been  handed  down  in  our 
family  'or  many  generations,"  wrote  Tom, 
in  a  note  accompanying  the  record.  "We 
still  keep  in  contact  with  Aunt  Polly's  de- 
scendants, who  live  in  Ontario,  Canada,  near 


Kingsville.    We    have    held    family    reunions 
with  them   now  for  133  years." 

This  note  was  written  in  1955,  so  the  fig- 
ure probably  would  be  152  now. 

"Anyway,  there  was  supposed  to  be  a 
Mr.  Jones  here  in  Muncie  who,  about  1911, 
donated  a  bronze  plaque  that  is  affixed  to 
the  monument  of  Peter  and  Mary  (Jones) 
Maloit  at  Kingsville." 

Tom  said  that  he  had  tried  to  find  this 
man,  but  there  were  so  many  Joneses  in 
the  telephone  book  he  was  making  no  head- 
way. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  this  Uncle  Arthur 
Bartlett's  account  of  Aunt  Polly  and  the  In- 
dians was  a  recording  Tom  had  made  of 
Mrs.  Cora  Shroyer  Luedecker.  the  woman 
who   attracted   birds. 

She  had  been  a  music  teacher  all  her 
life. 

Anyway,  I  went  out  to  see  Mrs.  Lue- 
decker. who  lived  on  a  farm  near  Millgrove 
in  Blackford  County.  We  sat  in  chairs  175 
years  old,  talking,  and  finally  she  sat  down 
at  the  piano  which  was  itself  more  than  103 
years  old. 

And  when  she  played  the  birds  lined  up 
on  a  tree  limb  by  the  window  and  began 
singing. 

Finally  v,e  went  out  back,  and  that'3 
where  the  outdoor  kitchen  was.  It  was  a 
building  about  20  feet  long  and  14  wide. 
There  were  several  windows,  but  no  glass 
in  them.  Instead  of  glass  there  were  vines 
growing  over  the  openings,  so  the  place  was 
in  constant  shade.  She  served  tea  here  in 
the  shaded  cool  of  her  summer  kitchen. 
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
